The five local candidates for 
the upcoming provincial elec¬ 
tion want your vote... and on 
Wednesday night at the 
Leisureplex, they explained

In the opening remarks por¬ 
tion of the debate, hosted by 
the Greater Fort Erie Chamber 
of Commerce, Libertarian can¬ 
didate Adam Hyde was the first 
to take the podium. 

"It's great to see so many 
people here," he said referring 
to the estimated 260 residents 
in attendance. 

He said it is time for a change 
in Ontario, but hopes whoever 
is elected will be able to work 
harmoniously with the other 
parties and find ways to make 
Ontario a better place to live 
and work. 

"I encourage this person to 
reach across the aisle, work 
with all the parties at Queen's 
Park and look at the best solu¬ 
tions," said Hyde. 

"Whoever comes into power, 
or remains in power...we need 
to work together," he added.

Wayne Redekop, the New 
Democtaric Party (NDP) 
candidate for the Niagara 
Falls riding followed Hyde in 
the opening remarks portion 
of the political gathering. 

He started off by saying he 
wasn't going to get into his 
background, because many 
of the interested residents at 
the debate were aware of his 
past, considering he served 
as Fort Erie's mayor for nine 

"I know most of you know 
me,' 1 said Redekop. 

"You know my commit¬ 
ment to this community," he 

Redekop said under the 
direction of Ontario NDP 
leader Andrea Horwath, the 
party's focus is the people. 

"We are committed to 
making life affordable for 
the people of this province," 
said Redekop, who has been 


practicing law in Greater 
Fort Erie for over 30 years. 

He continued by saying he 
isn't afraid to represent his 
own party and that he would 
never disassociate himself 
from the NDP, suggesting 
that one of his competitors 
has done this. 

"The NDP has a long and 
honourable history," he 

Due to his time already 
served as a politician in 
town, Redekop feels he 
should be the person for the 
job when voters hit the polls 
on Oct. 6. 

"No other candidate 
understands the needs of 
Fort Erie the way I do," he 
said. 

Liberal incumbent Kim 
Craitor was the next to 
address the packed banquet 
hall, who started off by 
bringing up a handful of 
positive results for Fort Erie 
that he has been a part of 


since elected to his first term 
seven years ago. 

He mentioned the freak 
October 2006 storm that put 
Fort Erie in a standstill for 
nearly a week and the $1.6 
million in disaster relief 
funding that was sent down 
from Queen's Park. 

Tireless efforts to revital¬ 
ize the Fort Erie Racetrack, 
Eurocopter, funding for a 
new community health cen¬ 
tre and working closely with 
the Bert Miller Nature Club 
on the Marcy's Woods prop¬ 
erty were just a few he men- 

"I could probably spend 
another 15 or 20 minutes to 
list all of them," he said. 

His connection to Fort 
Erie comes long before he 
was elected as its represen¬ 
tative in the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, working here in 
the past on Jarvis Street and 
with his wife's employment 
at Gilmore Lodge.

going to talk about tonight," 
he said. 

He agrees a new formula 
for health care needs to be 
put in place, but also stressed 
the importance of a healthy 
and active lifestyle within 
today's youth.

"Im proud to be a PC and 
I'm proud Tim will do what 
he says and that's why I'm 
running," said Lepp. 

Another reason he looks 
forward to potentially being 
elected as the local repre¬ 
sentative or seeing the 


Conservatives take the most 
seats, is renewing the prov¬ 
ince's finances that have 
been "in the tank" since pre¬ 
mier Dalton McGuinty was 
elected. He said a 
Conservative government 
will turn this around.

Layoffs at DMI Industries 
in Stevensville 


Fifty people are out of work after 
a round of layoffs at the DMI 
Industries plant in Stevensville. 

The layoffs took effect Monday at 
the wind-turbine tower manufac¬ 
turer and came as a result of the 
"uncertainty" surrounding the 
political support for wind-generat¬ 
ed power, said DMI Industries 
spokesperson Belinda Forknell. 

"Unfortunately what's happened 
is that (with) all the uncertainty 
that's out there right now with the 
future support for wind energy, 
there's just a softening of demand 
for our product," Forknell said. 


Speaking by phone from the com¬ 
pany's headquarters in Fargo, N.D., 
Forknell said the company hopes 
the layoffs will not be permanent 
and without being specific, she sug¬ 
gested that the provincial election 
in Ontario could potentially change 
things if the government that is 
elected commits to wind energy. 

"It's not intended to be perma¬ 
nent," Forknell said. "Of course we 
won't really know when things will 
turn around. We don't know how 
temporary it could or could not be. 
I think after Oct. 6, we'll know a 
lot."

New fire hall will 


have many benefits

In about two years, resi¬ 
dents on the north end of 
Jarvis Street won't be awoken 
in the middle of the night 
when Fire Company No. 2 
pulls out of its hall to respond 
to a late night call. 

But more importantly, 
local firefighters based out of 
the station will be getting a 
new facility on Central 
Avenue, due to the inade¬ 
quate shape of their current 
building on Jarvis Street, 
which has been a concern for 
the Fort Erie Fire Department 
(FEFD) for many years. 

After council approved 
retaining services from 
Venerino V.P. Panici Architect 
Inc. on Monday night, the 
project is officially moving 

The architectural steps will 
cost the Town of Fort Erie 
slightly less than $160,000, 
after $200,000 was set aside 
for this purpose. 

A total of $312,000 has 
been spent on land acquisi¬ 
tion, geotechnical services 
and architectural design. 

The overall project's bud¬ 
get is $3.5 million and is 
expected to be built by Spring 
2013. 

On Thursday morning. 
Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero and representatives 
from the FEFD met with the 
Times for an exclusive photo 
opportunity and discussion 
at the site of the soon to be 
built facility, near the Fort 
Erie Railroad Museum, 
across from the Horton Steel 
property. 

"These guys have waited 
for a long time," said 
Passero. 

"It's something I promised 
I would work on and thanks 
to my colleagues on council, 
whoVe been supportive of 
this, it's coming to fruition," 
he added. 


The local councillor also 
feels strongly about the 
efforts of the FEFD all over 
the municipality, but consid¬ 
ering the condition of the 
current hall on Jarvis Street 
and how long station no. 2 
has been waiting for this, it's 
relieving to know their job 
will be made easier and more 
comfortable. 

"We want to make sure 
they have the best facilities 
and equipment to operate 
with," said Passero. 

Fire chief Larry Coplen 
said there are many benefits 
that the new station will pro- 

increased volunteerism, 
more efficient response time 
are some of them. But having 
a facility his men and women 
can operate efficiently out of 
is crucial. 

"Our firefighters do a great 
job and they deserve a great 
facility to work out of," said 
Coplen. 

Dan Harkins, president of 
Fire Company No. 2 is also 
very pleased with the prog¬ 
ress on the new station in the 
old neighbourhood. 

He'lllikely have his memo¬ 
ries from the old hall, but this 
is something that was long 
overdue. 

"You could only put so 
many coats of paint on it,” he 
said, referring to the old 
building that was converted 
from a public works building 
to a fire station in the late 
1950s. 

"It never really was built as 
a fire station," said Harkins. 

He agrees with the effec¬ 
tiveness it will bring, previ¬ 
ously mentioned by Coun. 
Passero and chief Coplen, 
but is also looking forward to 
how it will serve as a com¬ 
munity facility. It can be a 
venue for different fundrais¬ 
ers the local fire company 
hosts, or allow other agen¬ 
cies to hold events there. 

"For our association, it's 
going to be great," he said.

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Police nab second 


suspect 


Police now 
have both 
males involved 
in attempted mur¬ 
der from August 

A second suspect has 
been apprehended by 
police, following an 
attempted murder on 
Garrison Road that took 


place Aug. 2. 

Two males entered the 
address, one pointing a 
handgun at one of the two 
occupants with the inten¬ 
tion to steal a quantity of 
marijuana. The other male 
at the address was stabbed 
in the head. 

One of the suspects was 
arrested shortly after, fol¬ 
lowing a police pursuit that 
ended on McLeod Road in 
Niagara Falls. 

A 23-year-old male was 


charged with two counts of 
attempted murder and a 
list of other offences. 

Last week, Niagara 
Regional Police (NRP) 
issued a statement, saying a 
30-year-old male from 
Brampton had been 
charged in connection with 
this case and is in custody 
there, in the Peel Region. 

The NRP wish to thank 
the Peel Regional Police 
Service for its assistance in 
this matter. 


Fire destroys home in Crescent 
Park on weekend 


On Sunday, at approxi¬ 
mately 2:40 p.m., a citi¬ 
zen was in the area of 
Buffalo Road and 
Garrison Roads, during 
which time this individu¬ 
al noticed smoke coming 
from a nearby residence. 

The citizen proceeded 
closer to investigate the 
origin of the smoke, and 
discovered that the rear 
of the single residential 
home located at 987 Scott 
Avenue was totally 
engulfed in flames. The 


citizen immediately 
entered the home, and 
alerted the single occu¬ 
pant, who immediately 
exited the residence. 

A short time later, uni¬ 
form members of the 
Niagara Regional Police 
Service, Fort Erie Fire 
Department (FEFD), and 
Emergency Medical 
Services attended the 

The fire was quickly 
extinguished by the 
FEFD. 


There were no injuries 
as a result of this inci¬ 
dent. This matter is cur¬ 
rently being investigated 
by the FEFD. There is no 
evidence at this time that 
indicates a criminal act 
had taken place. 

The estimated damage 
to the residential home is 
between $150,000 to 
$200,000 

As a result of the citi¬ 
zens quick actions, inju¬ 
ries and possible loss of 
life was averted.
